Reporting that the Nixon statement 
deserved thorough study, the news- 
paper expressed the opinion that 
Israel was now facing effective in- 
ternational pressures which “cannot 
produce what is required overnight.”

Rabin denies 
‘Washington 
Post’ story

WASHINGTON. — Israel Ambas- 
sador Yitzhak Rabin took strong 
exception yesterday to a report in 
the “Washington Post” suggesting 
that he was “highly critical” of the 
initial version of Israel's reply to 
Dr. Jarring. 

The report, from the paper's U.N. 
correspondent in New York, Robert 
Estabrook, said that Mr. Rabin op- 
posed Israel stating that it would 
never return to the 1967 borders, 
and that “the reply should have 
offered to withdraw in a settlement. 
based upon the Security Council 
resolution of Navember 22, 1967." 


The report added that Mr. Rabin 
“told others he believes Egypt really 
wants to make peace now and that 
Israel should respond accordingly.” 
It said further that Mr. Rabin “is 
understood to have addressed him- 
self in salty language about what 
is viewed as a hard-line Israeli 
policy.” 

The report yesterday infuriated 
Mr. Rabin and other Embassy of- 
ficlals, and it is believed they re- 
monstrated with the “Washington 
Post," which did not seek to sub- 
stantiate the story with the Em- 
bassy. 

An Embassy spokesman, speaking 
Yor Mr. Rabin, said: "The story is 
not authoritative and was not 
checked with the Ambassador. More- 
over, the Ambassador categorically 
denies the remarks attributed to

Allon: Received assurances

Despite what President Nixon may 
have said on Thursday, Deputy 
Prime Minister Yigal Allon thinks 
that Israel has received assurances 
from Washington, and particularly 
the President, which make it certain 
that it won't be saddled with in- 
defensible borders. . 

Speaking on the Weekly News- 
reel programme broadcast over the 
radio yesterday, Mr. Allon allowed 
that the President's emphasis on the 
broad outlines of the Rogers’ plan 
had come as no surprise. There is 
no ‘worsening of the situation; these 
are problems which we knew exist- 
ed, he said in comment on a ques- 
tion about the President's reference 
to “insubstantial border changes.” 

On the other hand, he did: not 
rule out the possibility that Israel 
would be able to persuade the Amer- 
jeans to abandon the Rogers plan, 
which he said was unjust to Israel. 
He also did not rule out the pos- 
sibility of a serious confrontation 
with Washingtoon as political talks 
with the Arabs progress. 

“Whereas the United States is a 
superpower and Israe] only a tiny 
country,” he gaid, Israel holds a 
key portion of the Middle Bast 
which gives {t an importance to the 
peace-loving, free world in excess 
of its actual size, 

In answer to another question, 
the Minister said that Israel will 


clearly not accept major power 
Buarantees as a substitute either 
for permanent peace or for de- 
fensible borders. 

'Mr. Allon said that the Cabinet 
had not yet formally discussed any 
map of Israel's future borders, 

Mr. ‘Allon disclosed that the so- 
called Allon plan had dealt not only 
with the ‘West Bank, but with the 
Golan Heights and Sinai as well. 

As to the Golan, he said that he 
was guided in his map drawing by 
the need to make Galilee defensible 
and to ensure Israeli control over 
its vital water sources. 

His thinking on Sinai aimed at 
making it Impossible for Egypt to 
launch a sudden attack against Is- 
rael. “Israel's southern and south- 
western flank has some topographi- 
cal holes which have to be plugged 
by a reasonable depth,” he declared. 

Then there is the question of na- 
vigation through the Straits of 
Tiran. This, he held, would involve 
“penmanent Tsraeli contro] of Sharm _ 
e-Sheikh, plus a land connection to 
Israel.” 

Mr. Allon said that his plan re- 
presented a compromise which took 
into account Israel's legitimate needs 
and rights, as well 88 ‘Arab aspira- 
tions. He sald he would be -very 
sorry if the Arabs rejected it, “It 
would be a sign that they really 
don't want peace,” he declared.

some revised doctrines of. 
Marxism provided they were com- 
dined with nationalist Russian ideo- 
logy. The ‘teachings -of ‘Soviet 
founder Vladimir Lenin were 
characterised as “positive and 
patriotic,” but Leon Trotsky, Lenin's 
close aide, was branded a “cunning 
and treacherous suake.” 

Trotsky, who was assassinated in 
Mexico, in 1940, was made to signify 
Jewishness; and present-day Rus- 
sians were urged to beware of his 
“foflowers who curse him publicly 
but secretiy continue bis work to 
eradicate national, Russian traits.”

Soviet equipment 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
U.S. paid for the training of Iranian 
army officers in the handling of 
Soviet anti-aircraft equipment, a 
report by the General Accounting 
Office said yesterday. 


Referring to the programme for 
Iran, the G.A.O. resort said: “We 
found that four Iranian army offi- 
cers were sent to a courae in fiscal 
year 1969 to prepare them for train- 
ing the Iranian army in the tactical 
employment, deployment and com- 
mand control of their Soviet-ma- 
nufactured air defence equipment.

Professors suggest Commonwealt 


UNITED NATIONS (INA). 
Harry Tanner, U.N. correspondent 
for the “New York Times”, reported 
earlier this week that four Amer- 
ican professors have suggested a 
“commonwealth of Palestine” in the 
Middle East. 

He states that four ‘American law 
Brofessors have suggested a Middle 
East settlement that could include 
the formation of a commonwealth of 
Palestine, consisting of Tsrael and 
an Arab state as two fully indepen- 
dent and sovereign components, 

According to one of the four, 
Gideon Gotlieb, Professor of In- 
ternational Law at New York Uni- 
versity, the idea has been received 
with interest in Israel and several 
Arab countries and by Palestinians. 


The idea is a part of 8. series of 
draft models for a settlement work- 
ed out by Mr. GotHeb, Landrum 
Bolling, Presklent of Earlham Col- 
tege in Richmond Ind. and Roger 
Fisher and George Pramton, both 
of the Harvard Law School. The 
four toured the Middle East indi- 
vidually as members of a Quaker 


peace research project during the 
last’ two months. 

The comnionwealth, the four law 
professors suggested, would be a 
juridically sovereign state with 
membership in the U.N, and’ a 
capital’ in Jerusalem, but beyond 
that would have little or no power. 

Jews would be citizens of Israel 
and subjects of the commonwealth. 
Arabs would be citizens of the 
Arab state and subjects of the 
commonwealth,

ly to stimuiete new thinking and to 
get people to search for ways 
around the roadblocks that s Θ 
Israel and her neighbours on their 
indirect peace talks here, the article 
stated. .

Incidentally, the situation was 
worse as regards the ¢erucial sector 
of skilled industrial workers. The 
vecancles-work-seekers ratio topped 
14 In this sector in 1965 (largely 
owing to 8 leg in vocational train- 
mg), and did not drop below 0.56 
even in 1967. K soared to 1.8 al- 
ready in 1968, and to 2.1 in 1970. 
In the last' quarter of 1970 it was 
as high 85 233. Every third vacancy 
for sified Industrial workers now 
remaina unfilled. Even for unskilled 
workers the vacancies now exceed 
labour available by about 50 per 
cent. Ag 8 result, existing manu- 
facturing facilities are in many 
cases exploited in’ an imadequste 
menner. In some cases expansion 
plans may be delayed owing to Ia- 
ΒΟῸΣ shortage (the Jerusalem bath- 
ing suit plant of Triumph Inter- 
national ig a case in point), but 
in other cases investments in ma- 
chinery mey be pushed deyond ac- 
tual requirements in an attempt to 
replace labour by equipment. 

‘At this juncture the question 
arises as to whether demand for 
labour has not been expanded ex- 
cesalvely. As a matter of fact, when 
vacancies approximetely equalled re- 
gistered labour supply, we stik had 
pockets of registered jobless. Their 
average number may have been 
about 3.5 per cent of the 
gate number of wage-earners, In 1967 
the jobless averaged 8 per cent of 
the employees, while towards ¢he 
end of “970 their number declined 
to about 1 per cent. 

Tight situation 

Crude though this indicator is, it 
seems to Support the view that the 
current employment situation is too 
tight to meet the economy’s re. 
quirements. Experience in other in- 
dustrial countries has shown that a 
fringe of at least about 2 per cent 
of floating-— Le. temporarily un- 
employed — labour 18 required - to 
‘keep the economy going at full 
Speed. It goes without saying that 
over-employment is conducive to la- 
‘our unrest and to inflationary 
wage and cost push. A study car- 
ried out by the Manpower Planning 
Authority last year showed that the 
col. in Tsrael tends to rise when 
the non-emiployed portion of ‘popula- 
tion drops below 6 per cent. 

αἰ would seem therefore that in- 
terdependence between economic ac- 
tivity and the available labour sup- 
ply should be closely followed up. 


Unfortunately, research carried out ὦ 


in this field has been mostly con- 
cerned with the apportioning of 
our national product to labour and 
capital, and computing the ad- 
vance of labour productivity, leav-~ 
ing aside the question of adequacy 


of our labour resources. Moreover, . 
‘since official statistics .refrain — 


for political’ reasons ~~ from tak~- 
ing into account the labour supply 
from the administered territories, 
their results can easily be mislead- 


Slowever, if the actual size of our 
hired (not total) labour force is 
accounted for — including the work- 
ers commuting from beyond the 
“green Mne,” and the average num- 
ber of hours worked by an em- 
ployee — one finds that in most 
eases its rates of change come re- 
markably close to the growth rates 
of our GNP. To 1966 both the sup- 
ply of hired labour and the GNP 


" (in real terms) remained almost ata- 


tionary. In 1968 both advanced some- 
what over 15 per cent. In 1969 
supply of hired labour seems to 
heve increased about 9.per cent, 
while the GNP rose about 11 per 
cent. 

To be sure, in 1967, and in 1970 
the Aifference between the two rates 
‘was more marked — perhaps be- 
case actual] changes were disguised 
in the annual average figures, In 
any case, this correspondance (or 
lack of it) deserves to be studied, 
in particular as it seems to put into 
question the role played in our 
economic growth by the advance of 
labour productivity. 

The issue is of ufmost impor-

tance for de our economic po- 
licies. If our economic growth de- 
pends vitally — or even largely — 
on the growth of supply of hired 
labour, the_question is whether this 
vital element is adequately assured 
so as to Warrant further increase 
of our GNP in the near future. 
in 2970 the average number of 
employees in this country incresged 
somewhat over 26,000, fe. 3.7 per 
cent, according to official statistics, 
of which more than a quarter came 
from the administered territories. 
There 15 reason to ‘believe that 
these figures are under-estimates, 
and that the actual increase was 
about 30,000 (over 4 per cent) in- 
eluding one-third from beyond the 
“green line.” The GNP increased 
8.5 per cent in the past year. 

For 1971 the National Budget ex- 
pects an increase in the total num- 
der of employees by less than 
20,000 (including only 1,000 from 
beyond the “green Une"). The rea- 
son for that decrease — in spite 
of the forecast bigger growth of 
population — is not quite clear, It 
may be due to the expansion of 
education (affecting dn particular 
teenagers) or to msing Incomes and 
welfare services (which allow more 
people to make ends meet without 
working), or to more people engaged 
on military service, In any case 
our civilian labour force is 
growing very slowly. The length of 
time worked by a wage-earner is 
unlikely to increase under the cur- 
rent tax and wage circurostances. 
The aggregate supply of hired 18- 
bour will therefore. rise half as 
much as last year. Will not the 
resulting labour shortage slow down 
the economic growth below even 
the reduced sights envisaged by our 

ers ? 

On the face of it, these consi- 
derations would ¢all for a re- 
appraisal of many accepted ideas 
and policies. However, they must be 
viewed cautiously, because some of 
the statistics referred to are of 
doubtful reliability. Thus, figures on 
‘vacancies must look suspect when 
one fimis that in spite of the tre- 
mendous, expansion of our industry 
‘between 1965 and 1969 the average 
of industrial vacancies registered 
with the labour exchanges was the 
same in both years. Registered va- 
cancies in services even declined, 
even though employment in that sec- 
ter of our economy has been ex- 
panding at the fastest rate. Per- 
haps Ἡ is a consolation to find that 
the worrying information is faulty. 
But it is surely a poor consolation.

Jerusalem put off 
by rise in 
beef prices 


Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 


The Govermment’s policy of push- 
ing up meat prices has succeeded 
in cutting meat sales by some 20 
per cent in January, according to 
the experience of the Jerusalem 
co-op chaln of supermarkets and 
retall grocery stores (tsorchaniyot). 
its m , Mr. Simcha Rotem, 
told a press conference in the Capi- 
tal last week that while sales of 
beef have dropped. demand for 
Poultry has risen by ‘about 20 per 
cent, and sausage Sales have also 


Though the Government may be 
Pleased with this Situation, Mr. 
Rotem is not. He said that ,the 
co-op chain is planning ways of 
reducing the price of beef in order 
to push sales up again. As poultry 
costs only half the price of beef, 
turnover is down proportionally. 

‘The co-op's ‘14 supermarkets and 
self-service shops in Jerusalem did 
34 per cent more Dusiness last year, 
Mr. Rotem said. However, he ex- 
plained that the turnover figure of 
TL21m. was achieved not through 
‘any imerease in the purchasing 
power of the individual consumer, 
‘but ‘because of price rises, the open- 
ing of two new outlets, and the 
eddition of new customers. In fact, 
he noted, purchasing power fell 
ae y' τος μος profit 

The company’s ope: 
last year was 01466,000, or 2.25 
per cent of turnover. Net profit 
was 31250,000, of which 155,000 
was distributed in the form of 
reductions in the price of purchases 
to shareholders. 

Plans for 1971-1972 call for the 
opening of a new supermarket in 
Beit Shemesh at an investment of 
TL760,000. Plans are also being 
drawn up fora 1,000 square metre 
supermarket on French Hill, at 
an investment of IL2m. The com- 
pany doesn’t beHeve that there is 
any future in opening @ shop in 
East Jerusalem proper because of 
the differences in purchasing habits 
and the price. structure, he said. 


Printing patterns 
at Kiryat Ono 


ΑΞ the end of its. first year of 
operation in Israel, Crana Est. 
(Israel) Ltd. has started to expand 
its Kiryat Ono factory for printing 
textiles on the sublistatic system. 
The factory area will be tripled, 
and production will be doubled from 
ast year’s 4m. to TLém., accord- 
ing to @ company press release. 

Some $600,000 has already been 
invested in the company, and an- 
other $400,000 is planned for the 
expansion programme. The spectal 
type of printing which ensures clear 
and accurate copying of the pat- 
terms is reportedly proving very 
popular with local fashion houses. 

Mr. Edward Reichman, the Man- 
aging Director of the company, re- 
ports that he Is currently active 
in establishing a chain of factories 
in various countries. Last Decem- 
ber a factory was opened in Lon- 
don, and in March new plants will 
Start production in Paris and 
Athens. Plans for the near future 
also envisage factories in South 
Africa and Australia.

Zsrdel’s industrial enterprises are 
generally too small. They must be 
made bigger in order to become 
competitive. International Consul- 
tants (Israel) Lid. is a firm of 
economic advisers, which concen- 
trates primarily on expansion. 
This can be achieved in several 
ways: by coopting new investors,- 
by mergers, or by just growing. 


Exeh of these operations is some- -. 


thing that requires ἃ great deal of 
thought. Dr. Martin Gerstenfeld, 
Managing Director of IC, does not 
admire fimanciai mergers: they are 
non-functional “Companies that buy 
up everything they can lay their 
hands on are just conglomerates,’ 
He is interested in industrial mer- 
gers; and even they must be done 
for particular reasons. Just to be 
big is not a sufficient motive. A 
successful merger is one which 
creates, in @ thrifty manner (be- 
cause it uses existing instailations), 
the kind of industrial enterprise 
that the investor would have liked 
to build from scratch. 

Two examples can be cited from 
OC's own consulting activities. The 
Histadrut's industrial trust, Teuss, 
controlied among other things three 
pharmaceutical companies: Salvap- 
lest (bandages), Izmel (syringes) 
and Madaf {thermometers), [Ὁ 
helped them add a fourth: Ika- 
pharm (drugs), which is bigger 
than ali three put together. Dr. 
Gerstenfeld sums up: “Teuss now 
Possesses a compact health group, 
with a comprehensive range of pro- 
ducts and 8 sizeable cash flow, able 
to undertake new ventures. Health 
groups abroad are getting fewer 
and bigger. The trend is towards 
compenies with a turnover of 
$100m. and up.” 

Second example is Timna Copper 
Mines (IC is one of their financial 
consultents). It has a poor ore, 
but possesses good -management, 
and had the luck to strike a fa- 
vourabdle situation in world mar- 
kets, which made it possible to 
build up substantial profits. Now 
world prices are falling. How to 
strengthen Timma's position? ‘Not 
by putting money into mining other 
low-grade ores, that would not be 
the best use of funds,” says Ger- 
stenfeld. Instead, Timna bought up 
the Zion Cables Company in Heifa. 


This is a first step towards be-" 


coming an integrated copper manu- 
facturing concern, Mke Anaconda 
and other dominant American com- 
panies ijn this industry. Next step 
will be to make electrolytic copper, 
then wire rods — so that Zion 
Cables can use Timna’'s output. 
That will be much better than 
shipping all the copper cement as 
a bulk primary product abroad, at 
heavy freight charges, and against 
the fluctuating prices of the Lon- 
don Metal Exchange. 


Seven full-timers 


ΤῸ was formed a year ago, with 
Gerstenfeld working part-time, Now 
he is full-time, and there are six 
other full-time executives, It is in- 
teresting to trace the history of 
each appointment. The company 
belongs to two parent organisa- 
tions. One is 10 Consultants (Zu- 
rich), 8 leading consultancy firm 
founded by European banks for 
their clients. The other is Bank 
Leumi, which supplies the Chair- 
man, 

Vice-Chairman is Jerry Sudarsky, 
former chief of Israel Chemicals, 
and a prominent figure in the US. 
chemical industry. Director in charge 
of mergers and acquisitions is Da- 
niel Cravitt, Board member and 
Shareholder of both the Pan-Ame- 
rican Bank of Dade County, and 
of fcadessa, a company that owns 
bonded warehouses in Central Ame- 
rica. He came to settle in Israel 
18 months ago; ἘΠῚ was in the 
country during the War of Inde- 
pendence in 1948, serving as a 
Sgan-Aluf ‘(in charge of ‘Air Force 
training). He had previously flown 


for the U.S. Air Force in World 


War ΠῚ winning the DFC. 

Ami Zechoval once played foot- 
ball for Hapoel Kfar ‘Saba. He 
went abroad to study, stayed there 
eight years, ending up as Senior 
Financial “Analyst with Walter Hel- 
ler Factors.

Dam Furman comes 
from Argentina, went to high school 
in the U.S., university in Jerusa- 
lem, and business school in France. 
He came back to work in Bedek. 
IC bas sent him to Paris for a year, 
where he collects information needed 
jin Europe for IC’s local assign- 
ments. 


Newcomer investors 


The firm has over a dozen clients 
who are new immigrants with 
$100,000-200,000 of capital, end want 
help in finding a good business 
opening. IC is particularly good at 
linking them up with existing Is- 
raeli enterprisés. It is preoccupied, 
almost as though this were a patrio- 
tic mission, with helping to over- 
come the fragmentation of Israel's 
industry.

for new desalting plant 


. Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The Goyernment is asking the U.S. Administration to 
release $20m. for the development of a new type of desalination 
plant designed by the Tel Baruch desalination institution. 


Agriculture Minister Haim Gvati, 
who made the announcement at 
the Maritime and Economies Club 
on Friday, said that the new type 
of plant employs multi-stage dis- 
tillation in a system differing from 
existing technologies. 

Mr. Gvati noted that the fund 
was voted by the Congress at the 
request of former President John- 
son. However, it was earmarked 
for the design of a new techno- 
logy. It was felt that the invest- 
ment demanded by the existing 
technologies was so great that the 
price of the distilled water was 
prohibitively high. 

He noted that the U.S. Adminis- 
tration hed abandoned the original 
Johnson plan for a $250m. dual- 
purpose (power plus water) desal- 
ination plant in Israel because of 
the high price. 

§-YEAR PROGNOSIS ᾿ 

Mr. Gvati said that even if the 
mew plant proves practical, farm- 
ers should not look forward to 
any considerable new water sources 
from desalination during this de- 
cade. It will take from seven to 
eight years to get a big enough 
plant working. 

The Ministry's new five-year 
agricultural development plan is 
based on raising production by 
about seven per cent annually, 
using present land, water and man- 
power resources. This would mean 
that’ farmers would have to change 
over to more intensive farming, 
and crops would have to yield a 
higher income per dunam, espe- 
eially for export. 

The five-year plan foresaw an 
increase of IL650m. worth of farm 
produce, to a total of 1IL2,500m., 
with half of the increase going for 
export In the form of fresh and 
processed produce. Emphasis would 
be put on water saving and more 
efficient irrigation, as well as re- 
placement of worn-out, wasteful 
urban water systems, he said. 


Franco-Israel trade. pact 
renewed but not expanded

No great headway was made in 
the Franco-Israel trade pact, re- 
newed last week, according to in- 
formed sources. The protocol for 
extending it through 1971 was 
signed in Jerusalem on Friday. 

Chief advance was a declaration 
in which both parties undertook 
to promote industrial investment, 
and technical assistance in each 
as well as the 
exchange of know-how.

FRENCH DISENCHANTED 

The Minister related that during 
his recent visit to Paris he noted 
8 certain disenchantment with Gaul- 
fist foreign policy towards Russia 
and the Arabs. The Minister also 
welcomed the appointment of “my 
good friend," M. Messmer, to the 
French cabinet as Minister of 
Overseas ‘Affairs. 

Mr. Peres spoke out against 
drawing maps, saying it would be 
2 premature- move, and declared 
“our basic outlook must be not to 
repeat past mistakes, We must now 
create a situation that will not 
invite a fourth war.” 

The Minister stated that only Is- 
rael’s firm stend, “which some call 
inflexible,” brought the Egyptians 
to mention the word peace for the 
first time. But he noted Israel's 
readiness to discuss Egypt's 
legitimate rights and interests.

ISRAEL LED BY NOSE 

Over Israel Radio’s “This Week” 
programme, Mr. Ezer Weizman, 
Chairman of the Herut Party Exe- 
cutive, said the Americans were 
“leading Israel by the nose,” while 
Israel politics were those of an os- 
trich. Mr. Weizman also said Israet 
had no right to move out of Sinai, 
that Judea and Samaria were “parts 
of Israel" and their inhabitants "our 


citizens.” (Mr. ‘Weizman also ad- 
dressed the Commercial and Indus- 
trial Club in a similar vein. 

There are virtually no inhabitants 
in Sinai, and “the Egyptians have 
nothing to look for there.” On the 
other hand, Tel Aviv would not be 
secure without the Israel Air Force 
in Bir Gafgafa, while “Romani and 
Mitla are as important for our 
security as is Sharm e-Sheikh." If 
peace is signed, Israel could pull 
back its forces behind approxi- 
mately the Sharm e-Sheikh — Bir 
Gafgafa — Romani line, “but there 
will be no Egyptian soldier east 
of the Suez, only token Israeli de- 
fensive forces.” 

Mr. Weizman said Israel must 
tell the Americans that it cannot 
accept everything they want it to 
do. “We depend οὐ the U.S. all 
right, but not entirely.” Under-Sec- 
retary of State Sisco, who visited 
Cairo 10 months ago, persuaded 
Sadat that Egypt can gain more 
by relying on the Americans than 
by waging war op Israel. Indeed, 
Mr. Weizman noted, “when we re- 
jected the Rogers plan last July, 
the Egyptians accepted it.” 

Mr. Weizman totally rejected four- 
power guarantees for the Middle 
East, for it would mean “an ad- 
mission ticket for the Soviets,” 
after which there would be little 
hope of getting rid of them. “Pre- 
sident Nixon cannot dislodge the 
Soviet submarines from Cuba. How 
can he ‘hope to do better in the 
Middle Hast?” Mr. Weizman asked. 

PRE-WAR LINES 

Liberal Party chairman ‘Yosef 
Saphir on Friday said President 
Nixon's latest speech amounted to 
am announcement of U.S. pressure 
ou Israel to return to the pre-war 
armistice lines. He told the Liberal 
Party Executive in Tel Aviv Presi- 
dent Nixon had apparently recon- 
cHed himself a Soviet presence in 
the Middie East and wished to block 
them by favouring the Arabs at 
Israel's expense. 

He seeuzed the Government of 
weakening Israel's demand for de- 
fensible borders by its readiness to 
consider international guarantees, 
and warned that one concession led 
to another. Mr. Saphir said it was 
high time the Government returned 
to Israel's original insistence on 
direct negotiations with Egypt. 


More water 
for the North

Steps will 
also be taken against the increasing 
salinity of water in the Kishon 
area, in the Beit Netufa Valley 
and the Hof Carmel] region. 

Με. Kariv said that Mekorot will 
ask the ture Ministry to 
revise the water pricing system for 
agriculture, in view of the farm- 
ers’ refusal to help Mekorot cover 
IL6m. in fines imposed by the 
Water Commission for having over- 
pumped for irrigation purposes. Me- 
korot wants the fines replaced by 
higher prices to the farmers for 
water in excess of their quota, 

He believed that this would make 
it economically not worth while for 
the farmers to exceed their allot- 
ments.
